York,  and  Blackheath  descended  from 
a  family  of  that  name,  settled  in  London  (St.  Dunstan’s  in  the  West),  about 
1709.  The  family  assumed  their  present  surname  without  any  change  of  arms, 
about  1756.  The  eldest  branch  now  bears  the  name  of  “BAYLEY”).  Ar.  three 
bars  gemelle’s  gu.

FOMiWORD 

The  Barnetts  of  \mcrica  are  descendants  of  a  famih  in  England.  It  is  told 
that  live  or  (6^  brothers  came  to  these  shores;  and  the  majority  of  Barnetts  in 
this  country  today  are  descendants  of  these  brothers. 

Fielden  Barnett  was  born  in  Ohio,  had  two  known  brothers,  Edward  and 
Coleman;  and  there  may  have  been  others.  It  is  thought  Fielden  migrated  from 
the  state  of  Ohio  to  Illinois  by  way  of  Ohio  and  Illinois  Rivers,  and  settled  in 
Schuyler  and  Fulton  County  area  approximately  in  year  1840. 

Other  Barnetts  in  Illinois  migrated  b>  horseback  overland  from  Kentucky, 
and  settled  in  area  now  known  as  Barnett,  Montgomery  Co.  Illinois. 

There  were  numerous  Barnetts  from  Illinois  who  served  our  country  in 
Civil  War.  The  Barnetts  are  represented  in  nearly  all  the  professions  and 
public  service. 

This  compilation  is  far  from  complete;  and  even  though  it  contains  only 
one  branch  of  the  family,  we  are  interested  in  all  the  brandies.  I  hope  you  will 
notify  me  of  any  errors  you  may  find;  and  send  me  additional  information  at 
any  time.  Many  lists  are  incomplete  because  I  could  get  no  reply  to  my  inquiries. 
Writing  a  family  history  is,  obviously,  a  continuous  process.  Begin  now,  and 
keep  it  up;  get  your  children  interested  so  that  they  will  add  to  it  as  their  famih 
grows.  Record  every  birth,  death,  marriage,  etc.,  together  with  items  of  any 
personal  achievement  which  might  he  interesting.  You  cannot  tell  enough  to 
satisfy  the  future  generations. 

It  was  interesting  and  a  pleasure;  and  1  want  to  thank  those  of  you  that 
helped  in  any  way.
